They can Fill Orders Which 
Big Steel Mills Can't 
Bother With

naces supply the rich color of war 
production, 
are

Essentially, the w arehouses are 
like wholesale grocers who 
deal 
with the little fellows. T here are 
probably 
SOD warehouses scattered 
around the country. 
They fill orders quickly and 
in 
comparatively sm all doses whereas 
the trills, in m ass production, can­ 
not deal in driblets. 
The mills produce the steel which 
they sell directly to the large con- 
aimera—such as shipm akers—or to 
the warehouses which then sell the 
finis;.cd product In a lew pounds 
bere cr tons there. 
Here is an extrem e exam ple of 
how a warehouse can fill an order 
vihirh a steel mill could not touch 
since it is geared on
